A preat m»iiy people care little or 
nuthiog as to what become* of their 
bodies after thejr are dea<l, although 
TWj nlioitoua aa to their bodiea while 
■live. Y«t tb« rektivee of theM peo- 
ple are nMtlljr oueftil u to the diapo- 
rition to be made of the remMot; this 
is partienlarij trm of mnrnt, who 
are wedded to the old .fashioned no- 
tiona of burial, and most of them get 
tbeir homifttmAuUij Igaintt any 
innovatioa fal thit WWMiIm of bu- 
rial. 

That is one reason why cremation 
haa had an uphill talk, in eftubliahing 
itMlf M • TCOogniMd ttotbod Ibr 
poring of the reuiaiDB of the dead. 
TImm ia aometbiog queer about the 
Mm of ahoTiiig % muf* body fart* a 
retort and d^ywiBf to his relativee 
two or three pounds o( ashee in a sea- 
led jar a few hours afterwards. Yet 
tbere are few if any valid reaaoni that 
oan be urged againit cremation. AH 
the arguments are in its favor. 

That the living ahould not suffer 
bmuae of tho diond b • mil reoog- 
■iied maxim, yet thousands of bodies 
•N every year buried in the ground, 
nyi the Now Todc World, tbere to 
slowly decompose and poison the earth 
the driuking water and the air. Cre- 
BUtUon ia only a short cut on the pro- 
MM of aatnra which finally reduoes 
tbo body of man to a fbw pounda of 
aahes, but lu the meantime the body 
vadeigoea a transformation which 
wotrid ^nU^&• ■nnriving relatives 
if it OOuld be exposed to view. 

Under these circumstances it is 
gratifying to know that cremation is 
becoming popular, if anything can be 
popular which anuSi out life's candle 
in a quick and npid manner and ob- 
llteratai w far aa poMiUe the viable 
•videnoe of one's ev«r having lived. 
Peopb are forming societies, each 
member of which pledges himself to 
have bis body orematad and to hdp 
orimate the bodies of other members, 
•Jd ereooitories are steadily incieas- 
ing in nnktr la all parts of the eoun 
..Every onoe in a while some pn>- 
%a«at man dies and hit body is ore* 
sialedi and ^thla beibg noted in the 
' mwtfUfm nt\f larvas to advertise 
tka'MW mathod. Booh waa tha dispo- 
sition of the remains of the late Duke 
of Bedford in EngUnd, and if some 
King woold oaly aow diaiaaXaio- 
peau country and be cremated his for- 
mer loyal subjects would probably in 
a large measure follow his example. 
The inilaenoa of the aristocracy is thus 
potential inostablishing a new fashion 
•ven after death. 

Tae man who has his body onmal- 
ad oan laugh at grave robbtfa, aad the 
fear of heilijj biiriud alive hai no ter- 
rors for him. Uo can look forward 
with oomphMaaey to "fUUag a oraok', 
la true Bhakspearean manner, for the 
dnit which the crematorium turn 
ovar to tha sorrowing relatives little 
aaoN thaa wSilaat to fUl a S-pauad 
eaa.

touch that dying men care more about 
than they do as to tha diiporitloa of 
thaur renaina. 

Some clergymen are opposed to cre- 
tiiation on sentimental grounds, but 
many othera are outspoken in its fa- 
vor.. Aa it radmes the eost of barial 
it triposes vested interests which yield 
a large aanual revenue to churches 
and cemetery a fcso d a t i o i. But many 
men who have bean cremated occupy 
full length graves with the lagnlatiou 
tombstone, and tbeie is aotUlg in- 
congruous in tha idea. 

na Urn, whieh k tfia appropriate 
title of the official organ of the crem- 
atories, has been unable to find any 
valid reason whieh can be urged in 
opposition to the practice, and even 
the Casket and the Bhroud, which 
qtaak for the undei takers, admit that 
there u much to ha said in its favor. 
Formerly undairtakars ware opposed 
to cremation, but now siifns '■"Hdin.^, 
''Inquire here for cremation" can be 
eeen in tlba irlndow of neariy every 
undertaker's shop in New York, and 
between the Urn, the Casket and the 
Shrood tha atort hftiMMtoM adations 
exist. 

It IS estimated that nearly twenty 
thousand people living in this vicinity 
now belong to the cramation societies, 
the membership of wh ich is steadily 
growing. They will jjrobably all be 
burned at the Fraah Pood Crematory 
on Long Island, wfaioh is now kept 
pretty busy fnini (iiir ciid of tht year 
to tha other, and is the only cremato- 
ry in thit vietatty. Thara wwa flia> 
mated there laat yaar 49 times more 
bodies than durii^ the first year of 
iUazisteuce, altha«g|l Hfellatottan 
ten years old. 

The crematory at Fresh Pond, L. 
I., has reoently*had its capacity en- 
larged, so as to keep pace with the 
demands now made upon it. At tha 
present time twenty-four bodies can 
be incinerated there in a single day. 
During IMS, whieh was ^ fliat yaar 
of the oporation of the crematory, 
only five bodieH were jincmerafed, but 
the number in 1893 rose to 245, and 
this will probatdy ba axceadad this 
year.

Crematories are now established at 
Washington, Pa., Bt. Looit, New 
York, Fhiladalphfai, OaeiBaati, Ba» 
falo, Los Angeles, Detroit, Lancaster 
Pittsburg, Baltimore, Troy, Di^ven- 
port, flan Fwatsoo, Btlnlraraa la- 
land N. Y., Chicago, Waterville, IS. 
Y. and Boston. In ajl these places 
there has bean a ataady growth in the 
uae of these oramatoriea, and in the 
aggregalMieariy three thousand bod- 
ies hava baaa inoinwated. The per 
oentaga of lanrtaai kaa advanced noia 
rapidlf within raoaat years, and with 
the organizatioii of cremation soeiatisa 
the increased use of tbe cramatories 
wiUbaaliUaonBMwhad.

"There are really no objections; the 
prejudice is largely limited to women, 
who for sentimaatal reasons growing 
out of aHsociationr in connection with 
buriul, oppose the creuiaiion of their 
relatives, even after a wish to be in- 
cineratad had bean made by the hut- 
band, fhther or brother.

"SoaM ndaiiton oljaclsd but many 

of them arc growing more and more 
lilM>raI toward the new system. I have 
many letters from piaachcn, many of 
them leading clwgyaiaa, approving of 
oramation. The Rev. Dr. Rainsford, 
of Kt. George's church, in this city, 
is among the number. Only about a 
about a year ago he bald a regular fu- 
neral SC I vice over the ashes of a well 
known actress who had died abroad. 
Andrew Carnegie is also in fhvor of 
cremation and has sigQifiol hin appro- 
val of the method in a letter to me. 
Many others hold eijually liberal views 
Hygianioand sanitary considerations 
alone shonld and will eventually lead 
to the abolishment of burial of bodies 
in the earth, which ii poisunad, as 
wall aa tha atmosp h ara, thair con- 
taminating influence.

"The expense is, of course, largely 
in favor of cremation. Still the ob- 
sequies may be made as costly and 
ahtborato aa may be deaired— that is, 
befcra roaohing the crematory. Then 
there is a regular charge — in the case 
of adults t35 and of ahiklrm 125. 
Thfadosaaot indnda traasportation 
nor undertaker's charges. The body 
ma/ l>e conveyed to tha crematory by 
the friends of tha iaaaoMd w such a 
manner as they may select, or it can 
be transported by the company. Thus 
I cost BMiy ba BUtde as light or as 
heavy as the persons interested raay^ 
choose. There is no special prepara- 
tion of the body necMMiy; it is al- 
waya {aalaaratad in the clothing in 
whidi it Ja rscsivad, aad tha earamony 
may be as private as the friends may 
dasira. On the day following the 
aaaMj ba aallad fbr at tha aOce of 
tha company, and they an d^ditared 
io a vessel free of cost. 

"Bodies coinint; from a distance 
will ba laoaived at one day's notice, 
aodisdarired, all tha arrangements 
will Iw atteudod to by the corapsuy'a 
agent*. These regulations apply in 
efhcttoall dia craauttofiia through- 
out the country. Any religious or 
Masonic ceremeny may be held at tho 
■aaiatory, where tha aaa af aa ovgan 
in |irovided, fVee of cost The coffin 
will be opened, but it is broken up 
and horaad with tha body. The reg- 
ulatioas ara aiada aa rimple as posrible 
but due care is taken to prevent the 
spread of any infection or oonttgious 
diaeaaa hf haviag all tha cofflaa^ ck>- 
thing, tiK, BdiiaaiiJ vllh tha bo-

In April our Generals determine<1 
to make tbe Rappahannock river the 
adyanced line, and orders were given 
to fall back behind that stream, and 
to destroy the large amount of com- 
missary stnres whidi had been oollect- 
ed^at Manassas Junction. The army 
was then scattered all the way from 
the Rappahaaaoek to Gordonsville. 
At that time my regiment (ihe l.')th 
Alabama) was in Trimble's brigade of 
Ewell's division, the other regiments 
of the brigade being the 16th Missis- 
sippi, 21st Georgia, 21st North Caro- 
lina and 1st Maryland, all crack fight- 
ing men, and Um BiohaMMid Light 
Artillery. 

We had been tramping around in 
and "cuasin" tbe Gordonsville mud 
for about two weeks whan orders came 
to E.reirs dividoa to cook up four 
days rations and prepare fur a long 
march. The next day we struck out 
for the Blue Ridge mountains, loom- 
ing dimnly on tbe boriion some thirty 
miles away, and crossing those moun- 
tains at Swift Run Gap, wa camped 
ia tha beantlAiI Shanandoah Valley, 
near Newmarket. About a week af- 
terwards we were joined by Stonewall 
luckson's division, aad tha combined 
command moved off dowu the Luray 
Valley in the direction of Front Roy- 
al. None save tha Generals and their 
^afi* officers anew the object of the 
aapedition. Turner Ashby's "Black 
Horse Cavalry" hovered on our fianka 
and in froattMdjnJyte creature 
could pas^^jHUHipil^^ alarm. 
When about tworalles fVom the little 
town of Front Royal, \i't^jffff^ was 
halted aad tha command grrw to load 
with bail cartridge. Thb bdng done 
tbe command was given to "open 
ranks and keep silent," and a fef. fsi ' 
nutes ktor Stonewall Jackson, hold- 
iuK bis little lad artillery cap in his 
baud, dashed throagh the lines to the 
front, fuUowadhy Gen. Ewell and 
tbreatactioas of dta Washington Ar- 
tillery of New Orieana, all going at a 
furious gallop. Aad than the boys 
knew that the devil was to pay and no 
pitch hot Boon we heard a rattling 
fire of musketry and tbe shriek of the 
shells from the artillafy'a Pluial gaos, 
while Ashby's cavalry were seen mad- 
ly charging down the valley.

When 
sulicr be talked all riglil, when sober 
he talked all right; when drinking 
be wanted to fight. Had challenged 
me to fl^bt a duel. Said he would

from the table ho took out his knife 
and *aid: <*I have been atndying 
over this thing and have concluded 
ibal one of us must die and i am 
going to kill T'on."

He eat a 
piece of melon, and all left but Sam 
and myself, and he said that he was 
not afraid oi Loyd, that he was going 
home aad when he came back, he 
would have two guns^ and he or Loyd 
must die. I tohl bim L'lyd was bis 
friend, what he did he did it as an 
oHioer, that rLoyd had been ratlier 
shie'ding him, luit he could not afr)r<l 
to over look his improper conduct. 
Nunn again said he would go home 
and when he came back one of them 
must die. He was drinking. 

A. Wilborn said thai yesterday 
ev(;ning Nunn lold him that Frank 
I.<oyd had amated him, and it waa not 
settled, one of tliem most die.
